?1.000 for violation of Its provisions 
and also provides that a single fare 
need not be less than 5 cents. A bill 
exempting lines less than forty miles 
long from the provisions of this act, 
and making 5 cents a mile the maxi- 
mum rate, is pending !n tho house. It 
probably will be so amended as to ap- 
ply to roads less than fifty miles long 
and reported favorably. The railroads 
claim the act is unconstitutional, that 
it is an unreasonable regulation, and 
that they will contest it in the courts.

Coal lands worth, perhaps hundreds 


of millions of dollars are to be re- 
stored to the public domain as the re- 
sult of the recent activity of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 
The 


Union Pacific railroad and its subsid- 
iary, the Union Pacific Coal company, 
have agreed to return to the govern- 
ment the immensely rich coal -lands 
they have seized in Wyoming ""and 
Colorado if the government will drop 


prosecutions. As the statute of limi- 
tation now runs against criminal ac- 
tions tie government wUl undoubted- 
ly accept the offer. 


The surrender by the Harriman 


corporations of millions, of dollars* 
worth of coal lands will be followed 
by government proceedings against 
the same corporations Involving the 
title to other lands they are not will- 
ing to surrender without a fight. 
There 
will 
also 
be. proceedings 


against the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company, the Utah. Fuel company and 
possibly an effort to obtain an adju- 
dication as against the state of Utah. 


As a result of these activities. It is 


declared by Commissioner Prouty, 
millions upon millions have been 
saved to the people of the west. Mr. 
Prouty was greatly pleased with the 
easy victory over the Harriman cor- 
porations because he conducted the 
investigation which led to it. 


It was declared the coal monopoly 


which the Union Pacific, the Denver 
and Rio Grande, the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company, the jtah Fuel and 
the Union Pacific Coal company have 
maintained 
throughout 
the 
inter- 


mountain country would bo smashed 
at once as the result of the govern- 
ment victory. 


The commission set ?bout investi- 


gating land frauds in Wyoming, Colo- 
rado and Utah several months ago. 
H found the whole section was alive 
with corruption, and its reports Indi- 
cated the General Land office had 
been 
hopelessly 
Incompetent, 
or 


worse, in permitting the railroad com- 
panies and their allied corporations 
to obtain by devious methods control 
of the great areas ot the richest coal 
lands In the west. 


Tho department of justice was 


given transcripts of testimony taken 
in Omaha, Salt Lake, Denver and 
Pueblo by Commissioners Prouty and 
Clark, and was directed by the presi- 
dent to prosecute in any cases where 
there was ground for prosecution. 


At the first suggestion of prosecu- 


tion the Union Pacific Coal company, 
like 
Crockett's 
coon, has 
"come 


down." It has made a proposition to 
the government that it wlB return a 
large area of Wyoming coal lands, to 
whlcn it admits its title is worthless. 
The government law offices are con- 
sidering this proposition, and, while 
final action has not been taken, men 
who have been conducting the in- 
vestigation declare It will probably be 
accepted and the lands returned to 
the public domain.

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SETTLE THE GAS QUESTION. 


There appears to be good prospect 


that the gas question can be settled 
oh a basis of rates and term of fran- 
chise grant satisfactory to the people' 
of Fort Wayne. It is to be hoped no 
time will needlessly be lost in bring- 
ing about this consummation so de- 
voutly wished by thousands of peo- 
ple In Fort Wayne. There has been 
a long and a marvelously patient wait 
while the city and the gas company 
were proceeding with leisure to get 
together. 
It Is time to reward this 


patience. 


The proposal upon which it appears 


a settlement can be reached contem- 
plates a rate of 85 cents per thousand 
cubic' feet for gaa and a ten-year fran- 
chise, at the end of which time the 
rates may. be revised at the option of 
the city. That is a rate much below 
the average of rates and ,the pro- 
posed term of the franchise is strik- 
ingly reasonable even in this latter 
day period of short grants to public 
service corporations. 


We believe that the rate will, in 


view of all things, prove satisfactory 
to the public. Gas is wanted by a 
large percentage of the people for do- 
mestic consumption. Modern devices 
for the use of fuel gas and an intelli- 
gent understanding of the economies 
in the use of fuel gas together will 
serve to make gas bills considerably 
under what a good many persons an- 
ticipate. Since the supply of natural 
gas was cut off the people of Fort 
Wayne have almost with one accord 
desired some fair settlement of this 
gas franchise issue that they might 
again enjoy conveniences of gas for 
fuel. 


If Mayor Hosey can settle this ques- 


tion on the basis of 85 cents and a 
ten-year franchise, we believe he 
should lose no time in getting the 
thing done. It will have general ap- 
probation of the people.

high license law. 
But It does more than that. It puts 
an additional • license, fee on retail liquor 
dealers of $25 in townships, $50 In bor- 
oughs S100 In cities of the first and sec- 
ond classes and J50 in other cities, which 
Is added to the license fee paid under the 
Brooks law. 
The bill expressly stipulates that the 


addition license tax is to be "for the sole 
use and benefit of the state." 
A detect in the new law is that the 
title makes no mention of the additiona 
fee and this Is held to make the bill un 
constitutional, as the title'must mention 
nil subjects contained in the body of th 
bill.
